PRESIDENT NAMES 


LA GUARDIA HEAD 
OF GWVIL DEFENSE 


Sets Up New Office to Co. 
operate With State and 
Local Governments and 


Agencies. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 


H. LaGuardia, dynamic 
Mayor of New York, and one of 
the most widely-known liberals in 
the country, today-was named by 
President Roosevelt to be director 
of the hewly-formed Office of Civil- 


| ian Defense, which will co-ordinate 


Federal relations with state and 
local governments and agencies in 
defense activities. 

The appointment was made pub- 
lic at a White House press confer- 
ence simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of an executive order 
outlining the duties of the new 
office. The President said LaGuar- 
dia would continue as Mayor of 
New York. One of the first aims 
of the new office is to recruit a 
million volunteers to man home 
defenses. 

The President also announced 
that the Government had offered 
to sell or charter to the Irish Gov- 
ernment two ships which would 
fly the Irish flag, for the purpose 
of transporting American food to 
the Irish civilian population. 

He added that he had asked 
Norman H. Davis, chairman of 
the American Red Cross, to tell 
the Irish Minister to the United 
States that the government’ is 
Bhat ee and willing to authorize ex-

Offer Unconditional. . 

The offer, the President said, 
was unconditional and was not 
preliminary to subsequent action. 
When Frank Aiken, Irish Minister 
for the co-ordination for defense 
measures, came to Washington in 
March, it was rumored that the 
United States would attempt to 
trade American food for naval 
bases in Ireland, to be controlled 
by the British. Aiken said he had 
come here to get defense mate- 
rials for his country. The Presi- 
dent said today that no defense 
materials were involved in the 
food deal, but added that the 
ships probably would carry other 
things than food.” 

It is highly doubtful whether 
Aiken has been able to obtain 
any great amount of defense ma- 
terials. The Roosevelt policy has 
been, and is, to transfer such ma- 
terials to those countries active- 
ly fighting the Axis and the de- 
mand from this source is two to 
three times the supply. 

Appointment of LaGuardia had 
been rumored for several weeks. 
The other person figuring in re- 
ports was William C,. Bullitt of 
Philadelphia, former American 
Ambassador to Russia and later 
to France. 

Not a Question of Rank. 

LaGuardia was reported as hold- 
ing out for a defense position with 
Cabinet rank. When the President 
was asked whether the . Mayor 
would now have this rank, he re- 
torted that he did not know, and 
that after all, it was not a question 
of rank but of defense needs. 
LaGuardia, he said, would come to

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP).— 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
administration leader, said today 
that “lease-lend” war equipment

With Lower City Total

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell’s pick-up 
* votes in the &t. Louis recount 
ef the governorship vote, complet- 
ei yesterday, is figured by Rich- 
mond C. Coburn, his St. Louis at- 
torney, at 1888, or a little more 
than 1 per cent of the vote shown 
for Donnell in the official count 
last November. The returns then 
showed 184,987 votes for Donnell 
in the city to 215,248 for Lawrence 
McDaniel, Democrat now ‘contest- 
ing the election. 

Democratic lawyers and party 
workers watching the recount ad- 
mitted substantial gains for Don- 
nell, but computed the changes 
differently from the Republicans, 
giving Donnell a smaller gain in 
most of the wards but in a few 
wards giving him even more than 
the Republicans claimed. The Dem- 
eratic figures added up to a net 
ain of 1417 for Donnell. 

Official recount returns from 57 
counties, half the counties of Mis- 
gouri, now on file at Jefferson City, 
show a gain of 1706 for Donnell. 
This, added to the lower of the two 
St. Louis estimates, would give 
Donnell an addition of more than 
2100 to his official-returns plural- 
ity of 3613, or a lead of more than 
670 which McDaniel would have 
to overcome in the remaining coun- 
ties.

The slowly moving St. Louis 
County recount. will not be speed- 
ed, it appeared yesterday, when 
State Senator Phil M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Contest Committee, with- 
drew his request for an opinion by 
the Attorney General on the ques- 
tion whether the County Election 
Board could accept the services 
of unpaid volunteers as deputies.

N re-reading my Sunday col- 
() umn about the Hess affair, I 
wish I had stopped before the 
last paragraph. I.should have 
stuck to asking myself clear and 
answerable questions and re- 
frained from minor and inade- 
quately considered conclusions.

In the Nazi party, Hess generally 
was known as the “Mameluke” 
since he, like Napoleon’s shadow, 
the Mameluke Ali, was Hitler’s 
constant companion and best 
friend, as well as his heir presump- 
tive. 

“Mameluke” Hess would not have 
left Hitler to flee to England un- 
less he knew Germany’s internal 
situation to be catastrophic.

TULSA, Ok., May 20. 
HIS trip from Washington to 
my home state of Oklahoma 
and Tulsa, its most beautiful 
city, was made to speak at a cere- 
mony condicted all over the United 
States at the request of the Con- 
gress and the President to induct 
into their new status all those 
who, either through naturalization 
or, if native born, through reach- 
ing the age of 21, have become en- 
titled to all the rights—and the 

obligations—of citizenship. 

The celebration here was for 
only one county, but it was attend- 
ed by thousands to witness the 
consecration of more than 1000 
new full-fledged‘ citizens. 

It is a most impressive thing, 
and, I believe, a very necessary 
thing. The tendency of late has 
been to take our national heritage 
too much for granted—to stress 
the privileges of citizenship far 
more than its duties, burdens and 
obligations—to press the terrible 
error that people should rely on 
government rather than the de- 
monstrable fact that the reverse 
is the truth—that any government 
depends solely on the strength, 
self-reliance and support of its peo- 
ple. In short, as blunt Grover 
Cleveland said: “It is th¢ function 
of people to support government; 
not of government to support peo- 
ple.” 


Good Place for Watching. 


Oklahoma was a good place to 
watch this new celebration. It is 
the last state of the old and true 
pioneer tradition. Having with my 
own eyes seen it grow in compara- 
tively a short space of time from 
a Sparsely populated savagery to 
such robust economic and cultural 
strength and beauty, it is difficult 
to forget that most of this was 
done by a people who came here 
busted—empty handed—and did 
most of this typically American 
job at streamlined modern speed, 
with precious little help from any- 
body but themselves, or any 
strength except that which resided 
in their own courage and self- 
reliance, 

Here, where these events are so 
recent in time that almost every-

Lashio, Where Burma Road Starts, 


Booms on Flood of Goods to China 


|Sleepy Village Has Mushroomed Like Mining 


Town as Fleets of Trucks Move Endlessly 


With War Supplies.

KUNMING, Southwest China (via 

Clipper). 

HE flood of trucks, men and 

materials over the Burma Road 

to China has made boom towns 
of many sleepy villages along its 
route. In none of them has the 
transformation been more surpris- 
ing or complete than in Lashio, 
a hill town in Northern Burma 
where the highway begins. 

In the old days, Lashio as a 
village of 4000 inhabitants, was on 
the map only as the administra- 
tive center of the Northern Shan 
States and as the inland terminus 
of a 600-mile railway from the 
seaport of Rangoon. In two years 
Lashio has more than tripled in 
size and has acquired all the char- 
acteristics of a mushroom mining 
town. 

Ships carrying American  ma- 
terials for China usually discharge 
their cargoes at Rangoon, where 
they are loaded on trains for 
Lashio. There the shipments are 
stored sometimes for wéeks or 
months before the overworked 
trucks can. get around to loading 
them for the long haul to China. 
Changed in Two Years. 


Arriving in Lashio by train, aft- 
er a hot 36-hour journey through 
rice fields and teak forests from 
Rangoon, I found the place so 
altered since my jast visit two 
years ago that I felt like a strang- 
er. The streets, lind with new, 
jerry-built ‘houses of bamboo, 
wood, or gray brick, are sprawled 
over the hills in all directions. 

Many modest fortunes have been 
made off the Burma Road and 
Lashio’s boom. There is the priest, 
for instance, who saw that what 
the town needed was a durable 
building material. He rented a lot 
on the outskirts of town, hired a 
few coolies and began manufac- 
turing concrete bricks. The town’s 
best buildings are made of them, 
and the good father is reputed to- 
day to be a wealthy man. 

Looking for a place to spend the 
night, I passed up such boom town 
hostelries as the Vee Vee Hotel in 
favor of the modest inn operated 
by the American-managed China 
National Aviation Corporation. Ex- 


plaining the high rates, one of the 
staff said that “many of our 
vegetables come all the way from 
Hongkong by air.” Hongkong, in- 
cidentally, is nearly 2000 miles 
away, and every bunch of celery 
brought to Lashio in the regular 
passenger planes has to cross the 
whole expanse of China. 
Trucking Business. 

Lashio, as starting point of the 
Burma Road, grows fat largely off 
the trucking business. Big dumps 
of oil and munitions line the roads 
outside the town. There, too, are 
the truck depots and repair stations 
maintained by companies operat- 
ing fleets of trucks. Biggest of all 
is the Southwest Transportation 
Co., official Chinese concern, which 
carries nothing but Government 
cargo. Numerous smaller firms 
operate convoys of from two to 300 
trucks. The Burma Road has 
made a millionaire out of a Greek 
named Vertannes, whose trucks, 
some of them rattletraps, are to 
be seen all along the road. The 
trucks invariably travel in convoys, 
so that when one breaks down or 
crashes the others may be of help. 
Most of the drivers are Chinese, 
though one big British firm uses 
East Indians. 


Even private trucking companies 
are expected to devote a proportion 
of their space to Chinese Govern- 
ment cargoes, for which they re- 
ceive a fixed official rate ($110 a 
ton to Kunming). They fill the 
remainder of their trucks with com- 
mercial freight at whatever charge 
the traffic will bear. As there is 
always’ more merchandise than 
trucks, fantastic rates of as high 
as $250 a ton are sometimes ob- 
tained for the 716-mile haul. . This 
is just five times the charge for 
bringing goods 12,000 miles by ship 
from New York to Rangoon. 

If you count gasoline as a ma- 
terial of war, probably 75 per cent 
of the goods passing over the Bur- 
ma Road is of a military nature. 
Gasoline is by far the biggest item, 
but it is supplemented by consid- 
erable quantities of raw materials 
for China’s arsenals, like iron, steel, 
lead, copper, acids and TNT. I 
have before me a list of the kinds 
of non-military goods over the 
Burma Road to China. It covers

Reader Favors War at Once. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ANY prominent anti-intervention- 

ists, while accusing the Government 
leaders of loose-thinking and of mislead- 
ing the people, are themselves guilty of 
these same faults. With one accord, they 
emphasize the fact we are unprepared 
today to defend the Western Hemisphere 
against a full-fledged attack by an ag- 
gressor nation. Therefore, they argue, 
why involve ourselves in a war 3000 
miles away when we cannot defend our 
own shores? 

But this is such nonsense that it is 
hard to believe intelligent men could 
seriously offer such a reason to the pub- 
lic. Against whom need we defend the 
Western Hemisphere today? Against 
England? Obviously not. But England 
is the only Power in the Atlantic today 
with the navy and merchant ships even 


to talk of invading America. 


Certainly the Axis Powers cannot— 
that is, while England still stands and 
the British fleet continues to sail under 
the Union Jack. Must we defend the 
Western Hemisphere against Japan? 
Scarcely. The weakness of that coun- 
try’s position is too obvious. 

Against whom, then, need we defend 
the Americas today? Obviously, no one. 
But all these anti-iriterventionist leaders 
admit tacitly, for they do not say so 
openly, that there is a very good likeli- 
hood that we may have to defend this 
hemisphere against the Axis in some to- 
‘ morrow. Why else their passionate pleas 
to make our defense so strong that no 
one can defeat us? 

Whom do they mean by no one? Ob- 
viously the Axis. But they fail to point 
out, and it is for this failure that they 
should be strongly censured, that in the 
day we attempt to defend the Americas 
against the Axis, we do it alone.

This is a most sobering thought. In 
that day, there will be no free England 
to help us. Indeed, a conquered England 
will be forced to become an enemy of 
ours, just as conquered France is being 
forced to become an enemy of England. 

The British fleet, plus what is left of 
the French fleet, plus the remains of the 
German and Italian fleets, plus all the 
ships Hitler can build with the immense 
shipbuilding resources of Europe, will be 
be thrown into the Atlantic against us. 
And while all Europe builds ships for one 
ocean, we will be forced to build ships 
for two oceans.

bask in its sunshine and to boast of it. 

That there is a brand-new fight ahead is made 
only too clear in a statement by James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of the Smoke Elimination Committee, 
which appeared in the Post-Dispatch Sunday, and 
it is a fight that may well be lost or won before 
the first shovel of coal is poured into a furnace next 
fall. 

The new struggle will be for the solution of prob- 
lems arising out of the national defense emergency, 
the great job of rearmament that is inevitably im- 
pinging more and more. on our ordinary way of 
doing things.: : 

Coal—and especially smokeless coal—threatens to 
be a scarce and, therefore, an expensive commodity 
in St. Louis next winter. As Mr. Ford points out, 
there will be no Laclede coke on the market at all. 
There will be a much greater industrial demand 
for the coal that is available. : 

Coastal steamers, which ordinarily carry great 
quantities of fuel to New York and Boston and other 
Bastern seaboard cities, are being taken over by 
the Government. The big Great Lakes freighters 
which used to carry ore from Minnesota to Chicago 
and the East, returning with their holds full of 
Pennsylvania coal, are now running empty on their 
westward voyages, saving the time needed for coal- 
loading so that they may bring more ore to 
the Eastern mills. This means an unexpectedly 
heavy demand on the coal cars of the railroads, 
and we would be starry-eyed optimists, indeed, if we 
believed that we would escape the general pinch. 

It may be that, as the defense effort shakes down 
more and more into an efficient, standardized rou- 
tine, some of the strains that it places on normal 
shipping facilities may be relaxed. On the other 
hand, itis probable that the coal cars which are 
released by such efficiency still will be needed be- 
cause of the increased output of munitions that may 
be expected as another result of the: smoother run- 
ning of our defense plants. 

In any event, nothing must interfere with de- 
fense, nothing will be allowed to interfere with 
the building of guns and tanks and planes. If we 
can have a smokeless winter only at that price, 
we simply will not have one. We can make up our 
minds about that right now. 

But, as Mr. Ford points out, St. Louis does have 
an alternative. There will be.more Arkansas semi- 
bituminous available at the mines, There will be 
West Virginia and other smokeless fuels, too. And, 
if St. Louis begins buying its coal now, there will 
be cars enough to get it here before the leaves turn 
yellow again. 

But if most of us wait for the first cold snap 
—well, we will not only pay much higher prices 
than those now quoted, but we may face a shortage 
in smokeless fuel. 

The coal strike measurably cut down the supply 
of fuel,above ground, but the mines are working 
again. Smokeless coal can be had now and at a 
price that may reasonably be considered lower than 
will be asked later on. 

If the people of St. Louis will lay in their coal 
now and in the weeks ahead, if they will buy their 
stokers and their oil-burners now, they can insure 
themselves of another winter as pleasant as the last. 
We know now that we need not put up with soot 
and grime. -We need only the proper fuel. We 
can get it now.

John L, Sullivan, Assistant Secretary of the’

He told of one company that had increased its| 
profits by 3000 per cent and yet was paying no ex- . 


cess profits tax, ? 

He told of another firm which had defense con 
tracts totaling $250,000,000, which earned 20 times 
as much in 1940 as it did in 1939, and which also 
was paying no excess profits tax. 

He reported that only five out of the nation’s 
12 large steel companies would pay such a tax, 
although all are earning large defense profits. 

Obviously, if these things are true, there is some- 
thing radically wrong with the excess profits tax 
law as it now stands on the books. The future of 
our economic system demands that we liquidate as, 
much of the defense cost as possible on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. That is going to call for very real sac- 
rifices from all of us in the months ahead. 

The overwhelming majority of the American peo- | 
ple stands ready to make these sacrifices. However, 
as we have said before, the special beneficiaries of 
the defense boom—those who are making money out 
of planes and guns and tanks, profits which they 
would not be earning except for the rearmament 
program—may be legitimately subjected to a special 
share of the tax burden. 

It is not their fault if, under the law, they need 
pay no excess profits tax while a non-defense indus- 
try is paying a heavy one. That is not profiteering 
in a criminal sense, but it does mean, nonetheless, 
an inequitable distribution of the burden. 

Congress may have had some warrant for reject- 
ing the tax plan —— by the Treasury last year, 
but it is high time for it to find a substitute. 

It takes morale as well as money to manufacture 
munitions. Congress may well deprive the nation 
of both if it continues a tax system that is, in effect, 
a sanction for legal profiteering.

Horror of Subservience. 


It may be that in other countries, 
which never really knew truly 
democratic institutions, a strong 
society can be built and maintained 
on the reverse theory of man’s de- 
pendence on the state. It could 
nevér be done here because man 


‘can’t become wholly dependent on 


the state without becoming wholly 
enslaved to the state. Our people 
have been so indoctrinated over 
many generations with a horror of 
any such subservience that the 
change with us would be simply 
impossible. 

I like everything about thig oc- 
casion except its slogan: “I Am an 
American.” The average Ameri- 
can, with all his faults and virtues, 
is and ought to be so characteristic 
of the principles here discussed 
that it should be no more neces- 
sary for him to go around saying, 
“T am an American,” than for a 
proud stallion to continue to pro- 
claim “I am a horse.” Who is the 
slogan intended to convince—alien 
hearers or the citizen himself? It 
is a little ridiculous, Americanism 
resides in principles, precepts and 
training that we take with our 
mother’s milk, It isn’t any more 
likely to be improved by this con- 
stant sloganeering than Chinese 
culture was advanced by a similar 
repetition in Confucian schools,

Fear of Over-Expansion. 


HERE has been a good deal 
of talk, much of it justified, 
about the harm done the de- 
fense effort by the New Deal ax- 
grinding. The above is a speci- 
men of the harm done by the 
business men, among many of 
whom the attachment to the psy- 
chology of business-as-usual is so 
strong as to amount to ax-grind- 
in, of another kind. The worst 
manifestations of this business 
psychology has been a fear of war- 
time over-expansion of industry, 
and resulting post-war economic 
disruption. 


In three crucial fields, steel, alu- 
minum and railroad cars, this fear 
of over-expansion ‘has caused plan- 
ning for the future on a misera- 
bly inadequate scale. The alumi- 
num shortage is now a public 
scandal. The possibility of a steel 
shortage, long predicted by the 
OPM economist, Stacy May, was 
solemnly ridiculed in an elaborate 
report by Gano Dunn. Dunn, an 
extremely able engineer, seems to 
have had the wool pulled over his 
eyes by the steel companies. For 
a steel shortage is also an estab- 
lished fact today, and rigid pri- 
orities must be immediately en- 
forced if the defense effort is not 
to suffer further. A railroad car 
shortage, also called impossible by 
the business-as-usual crowd, is also 
rapidly developing. 

Nor are these special and out- 
of-the-ordinary problems. On the 
contrary, they are simply normal 
outgrowths of a besetting vice at 
OPM, of which numerous other 
outgrowths can also be cited.

HIS kind of nonsense should 
be put a stop to, and it is to 
be hoped that the President 
will not spare the feelings of the 
mer responsible for it. Nor is it 
necessary to hand the OPM over 
to the New Dealers, as a few of 
the New Dealers like to think, just 
because certain of the OPM busi- 
ness men have not waked up to 
the realities of their task. A pow- 
erful, though apparently a minority, 
faction among the OPM. business 
men is already completely awake. 
The views of this group were 
recently expressed by W. L Batt, 
deputy chief of production, who 
has gained the reputation of being 
the hardest-driving official in the 
OPM setup. In a broadcast speech, 
Batt demanded a “radical change 
of attitude” among “some people,” 
in government, in industry and in 
the labor unions. Overtime work, 
more rapid expansion of facilities, 
and a program more broadly 
planned were Batt's three recom- 
mendations. His speech was timed 
to coincide with publication of a 
report by the National Planning 
Association, which he heads, urg- 
ing that the defense program be 
conceived in terms of $100,- 
000,000,000 of expenditure, rather 
than of $40,000,000,000. Only in 
this way, the report said, could we 
begin to equal the German and 
British records of putting half the 
national productive effort into de- 
fense, 


On any logical grounds, it is 
impossible to answer the ques- 
tion, “Why should we not do as 
well as the enemy?” The result of 
Batt’s speech, and the report, how- 
ever, is understood to have been

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TEACHERS’ PENSION 
MEASURE PERFECTED

Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 20.— 
The St. Louis teachers’ pension 
bill wags perfected in the Senate 
this afternoon without a dissenting 
vote after the opposition of three 
St. Louis Senators, Otto L. Liet- 
chen, William J. Doran and An- 
thony M. Webbe, had petered out. 
The bill will be on the calendar 
for final passage in the Senate 
within a few days, but the exact 
date when it will be taken up is 
uncertain. 

When the bill was called up by 
is sponsor, Senator Clinton T. Wat- 
son of St. Louis, an amendment of- 
fered last week by Lietchen, which 
would have made the pension 
statewide in its application, was 
pending. Adoption of the amend- 
ment would have had the effect of 
killing the bill because of the rural 
opposition which would have re- 
sulted. 

Before action on the Lietchen 
amendment Webbe made a half- 
hearted attemp to have reconsid- 
ered his amendment to prevent the

LESSON 30 
HEN nature's corset has been 
W developed through scientific 
exercise, one can wear the 

lightest of supporting garments. 
But your abdomen must be firm, 
lifted and: slim, and your spine 
must .be constantly held in good 
position with ease. Lovely posture 
at no time should be self-conscious 
—you should practice the follow- 
ing routine whenever possible (add 
it to any daily lesson) until stand- 
ing, walking and dancing in good 
posture is second nature. You will 
feel years younger and your lim- 
berness and slimness will make 
you look young! Class begins! 

Position: Lie on the floor with 
hands relaxed over head. 

Exercise 1: Bend both knees to 
the chest pointing the heels out- 
ward, the toes up toward ceiling. 
You will feel a strong stretch in 
your leg muscles. Throw your leg 
up toward ceiling, heels still ex- 
tended. Bring knees back to chest, 
throw your legs up again, back to 
chest, then slowly lower legs to 
floor. Do this to a waltz rhythm 
at least five times. Relax a mo- 
ment, then bring knees back to 
chest position. 


Exercise 2: Kick ht leg 
straight out, heel extended but not 
touching the floor. Then return to 
bent knee position as you kick out 
left leg to straight position. Con- 
tinue to alternate for 10 to 20 
times with heel leading always. 
Relax. 

Exercise 3: Now lie with calves 
of legs over a piano bench or chair 
and the rest of body resting on 
floor, hands under sacrum. Lift 
the midriff high off the floor so 
you are resting on- your shoulders 
and head. When in this position, 
draw your abdomen in and up 
forcibly; relax. Repeat four or 
five times before slowly, slowly, 
slowly lowering your spine to the 
floor, Repeat the entire exercise 
five times.

NE of the most delicate of 

meats, brains are a real treat 

for people who know how they 
should be prepared. Probably the 
most popular way of serving them 
is scrambled with eggs, to which 
they add not only flavor and a 
novel texture, but also consider- 
able food value. Like sweetbreads, 
which they resemble more than 
any other meat, brains are very 
perishable, before they are cooked. 
As soon as they are brought home 
from the market, they should be 
washed, soaked in cold water, and 
pre-cooked as described in the 
recipe below. After this treatment 
they may be stored in the refrig- 
erator, in a tightly covered con- 
tainer, as long as necessary—but 
preferably not longer than 24 
hours at the most. 


Scrambled Brains. 


One pound calf’s brains, one- 
fourth cup butter, five eggs (beat- 
en), one teaspoon salt, dash pep- 
per, one tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce, two tablespoons tomato cat- 
sup, parsley. 

Prepare brains as follows: 
Plunge into cold water, wash thor- 
oughly, and remove as much of 
the membrane as possible. Soak 
at least one hour in cold water. 
Drain and simmer 15 to 20 min- 
utes in vinegar ‘water (one table- 
spoon vinegar to each pint of wa- 
ter); drain and cool in cold water, 
handling carefully, and remove any 
remaining membrane. Melt but- 
ter in heavy skillet, combine 
brains with other ingredients, and 
cook like scrambled eggs. Serve 
on hot platter with chopped pars- 
ley sprinkled over the top.

East show- 
ing out, declarer saw he could not 
avoid losing. to the queen, so he 
went up with the king and played 
a third round. West, on lead with 
the queen, had no problem of what 
suit to lead: Obviously, a club con- 
tinuation wags out of the question, 
since declarer would ruff and rat- 
tle off the solid diamond suit. On 
the theory (as he explained later) 
that the one chance to defeat four 
spades was to find East with both 
the king and ten of hearts, West 
cashed the heart ace and then sent 
the jack thru dummy’s queen. East 
had the king but, alas, lacked the 
ten spot, hence the defenders could 
take only two heart tricks, and the 
spade already home. 

West’s “theory” has been only 
half correct. Unless East had the 
heart king all was lost, of course. 
But why did he need the ten?. West 
himself had a combination that in 
this case was fully the equivalent 
of the A-J-10. Since West realized 
that there was no hope unless East 
held the heart king, he also should 
have realized that his proper play 
was not the ace of hearts but the 
jack, This play would be declarer’s 
undoing. If he covered with dum- 
my’s queen, East would win and re- 
turn a heart through the ten to 
West’s A-9 tenace; if he did not 
cover, the defenders would win 
three heart tricks by straight leads. 
Surely, a very simple problem of 
defense!
